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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment of 21 September 2005 has been noted and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-29 have been presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8 and 9, filed 21 September 2005, with respect to 
claims 1-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-29 has 
been withdrawn, since the Applicant has declared on page 8 that the applied reference is the 
Applicant's own work.

Since no teachings or motivation can be found of using an overlay network to 
track any type of attack, claims 1-29 are therefore novel and non-obvious.
